The acquaintance 


! of several reputable wholesale fruit- 
men is of advantage at this time 
and through the medium of a post 
card or phone quick sales may be ob- 
tained. 


If the market is glutted, there is 


yet another avenue by which profit 
may be realized. Quite a number of 
the larger orchardists are discover- 
ing that the work of drying apples 
is small as compared with the price 
of the product, and are disposing of 
all Iruit in this way when the open 
markets are not satisfactory. 
It is 


a -way of utilizing second and third 
grades of fruit and is used to elimi- 
nate the waste incurred by the rigid 
sorting demanded in the city mar- 
kets. 


The fruit disposed of in the regu- 


lar way either in local markets or 
by shipping should be carefully gath- 
ered and graded. 
Especially is this 


necessary in shipping. The packages 
should be the ordinary crate or bar- 
rel and should always be marked 
with the name of the fruit, the grade 
and the name and address of the 
grower. 
This is an advertisement. 


By giving attention to these details 
and by proper sorting, a demand for 
the fruit of the particular grower 
will be created and thus the whole 
market problem will be quickly elim- 
inated. 


In conclusion it must be remem- 


bered that the whole process of con- 
verting an old orchard into a valu- 
able asset is one which involves 
many more considerations than we 
nave cited. 
Much depends on the 


ingenuity and effort of the one who 
attempts the task; much depends on 
his courage and optimism during 
the first two or three years, but if 
the work is carried out with fathful- 
ness and the proper judgment exer- 
cised there is very little to doubt as 
to the outcome —Prepared by O. N.

Methods by Which the Full Value of 
the Orchard May be Realized 


Having noted at some length the 


most important reasons for the de- 
preciated condition of the ordinary 
farm orchard it is our purpose in 
this second division to consider such 
factors as will, with the most econo- 
my and efficiency, relieve or even 
eliminate the condition cited, and 
supply instead one as nearly normal 
as the previously existing, conditions 
.will permit. , Qur .first consideration 
is the renovation of the depleted and 
impoverished soil, and this subject 
cannot be treated but at some length. 


Any soil, regardless of its location, 


method "of '-forMatJon or' degree-' of 
fertility, must be regarded as a high- 
ly organized mixture of both organic 
and in'organic substances'. The one- 
time theory of the direct bearing of 
inorganic or mineral content of a 
soil upon the degree of fertility or 
productiveness 
has 
recently 
been 


completely exploded by various pro- 
cesses of independent investigation. 
Any attempt to "prescribe what the 
orchardists of some years ago termed 
a balanced ration for the soil, based 
on the mineral content of the grain 
or fruit which it is desired to grow, 
must be regarded as altogether de- 
void of scientific justification. 
On 


the contrary, there is every evidence 
to prove that soils,do not bedome im- 
poverished in the usually accepted 
sense of losing their mineral matter. 
The total amount of mineral matter 
of a soil does not decrease perceptibly 
even after years of the most severe 
croppage. 
An analysis of the soils 


of the abandoned farms of the east- 
ern part of our country shows that 
they are comparatively rich in their 
mineral content. It is true, however, 
that the mineral salts of these farms 
are not in a soluble form; that is, in 
a condition available for the immedi- 
ate u«e of the plant or tree. These 
soluble salts having been leeched out 
as "we have previously noted. Refer-

Looking to the reasons why this 


orchard did not pay we readily saw 
that they coincided with those which 


^•we have already assigned in our out- 


line. First, there was a loss in fer- 
tility of the soil in which the orchard 
was planted. This had been continu- 
al since the trees began to grow. 
Wheat or corn takes nourishment in 
the form of soluble salts out of the 
soil each year and the farmer knows 
**iis. Therefore he seeks to produce 
more of these by means of crop ro- 
tations, manures, etc., but it does not 
seem to occur to him that a growing 
tree requires nourishment as well as 
a growing grain crop. 
The grain 


crop, it is argued, is taken from the 
field and sold. The tree remains on 
the ground. But the fact is very evi- 
dent on second thought that the sub- 
stances which the tree has used for 
the last 25 years are still wrapped 
up in the tissues of the tree and are 
not available for further use. The 
tree through neglect of proper prun- 
ing has doubtless grown prolifically 
and consumed much more material 
than would have been necessary. The 
leaves return to the ground but are 
often dislodged by the wind. 
Much 


of the fruit produced in former years 


where are finding that fertilizer salts 
influence many factors which con- 
tribute towards plant production be- 
sides the direct nutriment factor for 
the plant. 
It is this additional in- 


fluence of fertilizers which makes 
them doubly effective when rightly 
used and inefficient when improperly 
used." From this and other studies, 
then, we readily see that the chief 
value of any fertilizer when applied 
to a soil which contains the accumu- 
lated root excretions of thirty years 
must be to counteract the toxic ef- 
L'ect of this excretia upon the growing 
root system of the tree. 
The soil 


conditions in the neglected orchard 
must necessarily be such as would 
demand a treatment of this nature. 


Now, as the task before us is one 


which requires the exercise of a fair 
amount of economy it is necessary 
that .such methods of changing, these 
soil conditions be proposed as V?ill 
combine both economy and efficiency. 
The nitrogen salts are among those 
which seem the most effective. 
The 


application of nitrogen, therefore, Is 
recommended. 
The cost will depend 


upon the method adopted. However, 
there is but one economical method 
left open to us and that is through 
the agency of the legumes or other 
plants which are acted upon by the 
nitrogen-fixing bacteria. 
The air 


contains about 78% of nitrogen, but 
it cannot be used by the plant unless.

In the form of ni- 


trates it may easily be combined with 
the carbohydrates to form proteins 
of which the living protoplasm of 
the plant cell largely consists. 
The 


legumes are of the Legumniosae or 
Pulse family. Peas, beans and clov- 
ers are some members of this family 
and are the ones usually associated 
with the most active of these bac- 
teria. 
The tree or plant manufac- 


tures its own starchy foods or carbo- 
hydrates containing carbon, hydro- 
gen and oxygen, in the green chloro- 
phyll of the leaves. 
The carbon Is 


obtained from the carbon dioxid of 
the air; the hydrogen and oxygen 
from 
the water which flows up 


through 
the 
water-conducting 
or 


xylem tubes of the tree. Sunlight is 
the factor which supplies the en- 
ergy; hence the importance of an 
abundance of sunlight. 
The plant 


sends 
these 
carbohydrates 
down 


through the food-conducting tissue 
or phloem to the roots, and here 
the bacteria begin their work. 
They 


attach themselves to the rootlet, take 
up these carbohydrates, and com- 
bine them with the nitrates which 
they have formed from the nitrogen 
of the air and form proteins for their 
own use. The bacteria finally die, 
leaving 
these 
protein 
substances 


stored up in tubercles ready for the 
use of the plant with which they live. 
When the protein substances 
%are 


broken up they liberate nitrogen, %not 
free, but in combination so 'that it is 
immediately available for the use of 
the plant in building up the complex 
proteins from the simpler carbohy- 
drates. Thus we see that this meth- 
od of procuring nitrogen is the meth- 
ocl of nature and it only remains for 
us to supply the conditions. 
There- 


fore, we readily correct these condi- 


sides, lime is one of the soil require- 
ments for the growth of the apple. It 
should be applied unslaked if pos- 
sible. 


The advisability of using the com- 


mercial fertilisers on an old orchard 
is questioned by many good authori- 
ties. It seems to be a matter which 
can only be determined by experi- 
mentation with individual orchards. 
However, all authorities do agree 
that the use of manure and a fair 
amount of cultivation are very effec- 
tive. By experiments, in an old orch- 
ard in Bedford County the use- of le- 
gumes and lime followed by manur- 
ing during which time a sod mulch 
was employed as a cover.'resulte'd in 
a very profitable and steady yield of 
fruit of the finest quality. 
On a 


part of the.orchard, kainite, a double 
magnesium and potassium sulphate, 
wag used instead of the "manure, but 
the results of this fertilizer were not 
as gratifying as those of the manure. 
Su'eh ti rotation with' the plowing 
under of legumes and cropping with 
corn at periods of^about. four years 
will probably produce tlie best re- 
SiSts with the minimum amount of 
labor and dost of materials. It is al- 
ways advisable when considering a 
departure from the"usual routine to 
consult the State or National Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, giving sufficient 
facts to enable a proper analysis of 
the situation". 


The pruning requirements of a 


mature orchard are not many nor 
varied. 
The tree has already as- 


sumed its shape and no amount of 
pruning can alter this to any great 
extent. 
We must make the best of 


the situation as we find it. But these 
things are left to us: 
First, those 


branches which have grown beyond 
the reach of the picker should be 
cut off. Their further growth is us- 
ing energy that can be turned to bet- 
ter account. 
Fruits must be pro- 


duced where they can be gathered. 
Then all injured parts, or parts that 
are infested with disease or decay 
must be eliminated. All limbs should 
be removed which do not permit til- 
lage of the soil. 
However, the ad- 


visability of cutting off a heavy limb 
when it forms a large part of the 
body of the tree is a matter which 
should be left to the discretion of 
the owner. Such thinning out should 
be done as will permit or facilitate 
spraying and admit the greatest 
amount of sunlight to reach the max- 
imum amount of leaf surface. 
It is 


the action of the sunlight upon the 
shlorophyll of the leaves, that pro- 
duces

fruit. 
All superficial 


growth as suckers, etc., should be 
removed.

heavy pruning should be done in the 
Spring. The limbs should be cut off 
close up to the place wh^re the 
branch separates from another.

day to prevent infection with fungus 
growths. If the tree fails to respond 
with a liberal production of frul? 
after this pruning, and insists on 
producing profuse growth of foliage, 
root priming should be resorted to. 
At a radius of about five feet from 


bo unprofitable from the standpoint 
ot variety, it should not bo removed, 
but topworked with such a variety 
as have proved the most profitable 
a-d rapid growing in the locality. 
Top-working consists ot' the cutting 
away the main portion of a tree, 
leaving such branches and" snoots 
near the ground aa> may be readily 
grafted. 
The height of a stool for 


grafting should be between five and 
fifteen feet from the ground. 
The 


diameter of a branch upon which a 
graft may be placed successfully is 
between one-half and two inches 
Of the different methods probably 
the whip method for the thin shoots 
and the modified cleft for the heav- 
ier branches are the best. 
In the 


cleft grafting always cut 
off the 


branch at an angle of about 45 de- 
grees and use one good scion. This 
grows faster and permits the wound 
to heal more quickly 
As to details 


of grafting methods any manual of 
fruit 
growing may 
be consulted 


Frpm five to twenty of these stools, 
may be grafted depending on the op- 
portunities for securing a balanced 
tree form. ' After a tree has been 
grafted in this manner all suckers 
and other growth should be kept off. 
The third year the roots should be 
pruned, to bring the tree into bear- 
ing condition. 


The subject of spraying is one on 


which manv books and pamphlets 
have 
recently been 
written, and 


which consumes a large part of the 
snace of agricultural and fruit-grow- 
ing papers and magazines. 
There is 


one thing which must first be fully 
realized. 
That is, spraying must be 


done to produce fruit with profit. 
It 


tias come to be a necessity because 
of the rapid and widespread distri- 
bution of the insect and fungus dis- 
eased over the fruit-growing sections 
of this country. As to the different 
pests to which the tree is liable no 
catalog can be attempted. 
Suffice it 


to say that the San Jose Scale is by 
far the most destructive of all those 
which the orchardist has to deal 
with. When any abnormal condition 
Is noticed with regard to the condi- 
tion of the tree or the fruit, speci- 
mens showing this condition should 
be submitted to the State or Na- 
tional 
Department of Agriculture 


with inquiries as to the methods of 
treatment. 
The sprays, emulsions 


and insecticides that are required 
for each pest vary so widely that 
the only course is to cooperate with 
the State Department and follow the 
instructions of this source. 


The matter of field equipment is 


one which is left for the individual 
owner to determine, according to his 
needs and means. 
Good judgment 


stands a man in better stead in this 
instance than any amount of advice. 
The sensible man will be guarded by 
the limits of economy and efficiency. 


But one subject remains to be 


discussed — the utilization of the 
fruit produced, to best advantage.

I visions of th° law, and the depait- 
i m o i t h«u made every endeavor to 
assist nicinulacturers in this respect 
by tui li.sliing them scientific infor- 
mation 
For this purpose the board 


has 
b<_<.n iayuing a mor.thly publica- 


tion since la&t February in which are 
printed extiacts from letters written 
to individuals by the board. These 
opinions, it is considered, should be 
of service to others and aid the pub- 
lic in a bettor understanding ot the 
laws requiiements'." 
, 


A general outline of the procedure 


of the board is given in the report. 
Besides the administrative work neces- 
sary to enforce the act, there are ex- 
aminations of the various prepara- 
tions, and tests to determine their 
strength and efficacy. 
Materials *nd 


proprietary preparations 
used for 


agricultural spraying purposes are 
examined, as are products used to 
rid the household, garden, etc., of 
insects of all kinds, disinfectants, 
germicides, etc., which are claimed 
to be efficacious to kill or combat 
bacteria, preparations used on hors- 
es, cattle, sheep, swine, or goats, as 
well as on fowls and other domesti- 
cated animals. Besides testing.an in- 
secticide or fungicide, to determine 
its power to kill insects, tests are 
also made to determine whether the 
preparation will injure the vegeta- 
tion on which it is sprayed. 


One duty of the board is to keep 


imported adulterated and misbrand- 
ed preparations from entering the 
country. 
Of 147 official and unoffi- 


cial samples received during the year 
from abroad, it was recommended 
that 62 be denied entry until they 
should conform to the law.

Nature furnishes guides for gar- 
flefi. planting which are even more 
reliable than the calendar, according 
to" the department's garden special- 
ist. 
The old residents of the soil 
siich as the maple, -dogwood, and 
whjte' o'ak ^are the best- interpreters 
of natare's moocis m spring, and 
-quickly reflect them, so that the 
rgardener who follows their silent 
suggestions may arrange the plant- 
ing of his vegetables accordingly. 


When the silver maples begin to 


put forth their Ipaves and the "cat- 
Scins" appear on the willows and pop- 
lars, nature is indicating that the 
season is right for the planting of 
such vegetables as lettuce, mustard, 
oiiion seeds and onion sets, parsley, 
the round-seeded peas, early Irish 
potatoes, radishes, spinach, and tur- 
nips. This, of course, is provided that 
the soil is in good order, which can 
be determined by taking a handful 
at a depth of 3 or 4 inches from the 
surface, compact u in the hand by 
•closing the fingers and if, upon open- 
ing them the ball of earth gradually 
fajls apart, it is ready to be spaded. 
j\ianure should then be buried a full 
spade depth below the surface and 
the soil should be made fine and com- 
jpact with an even surface.

Jonathan's victory (ch. 14) brought 


with it a sinning on the part of the 
hungry, harassed Israelites in that 
they ate of the spoils "with the blood" 
(14:31, 32; Lev. 3:17, 7:26). In the 
emergency Saul erected "the first al- 
tar that he built unto the Lord" (ch 
H:35), a rather dilatory act on the 
part of a God-anointed king. Saul had 
resorted to the subterfuge of com 
.manding the people "to roll a great 
stone," i.e., cut the throats of the ani- 
mals of which they had eaten that 
they might bleed, and thus be an evi- 
dence that the animals had died be- 
fore being eaten. This the people did, 
fearing Saul, but having no scruples 
in transgressing 
God's 
commands. 


These same people rescued Jonathan 
from the foolish vow of Saul, for it 
was his faith and valor that had chief- 
ly brought about the victory. 


I. God's Sorrow, vv. 10-12. Samuel 


had first revealed God's purpose in 
making Saul king, and likewise first 
declared God's purpose to dispose of 
Saul (v. 10). Saul's actions (w. 1-9,) 
had stamped him as being no longer 
worthy of God's confidence. 
The 


word "repenteth," meaning "to sigh" 
(v. 11), denotes a change of feeling 
due to Saul's actions and not to any 
change in the character, purpose or 
desires of Good. God was sorry that 
Saul had proved himself unworthy. 
A half-way obedience of God's com- 
mand 
only heightened his 
guilt, 


""ft hatever moral difficulties seem to 
lie, for a later age, m Saul's commis- 
sion against Amalek, there were none 
such for him" (Vaughn). Man's re- 
pentance involves a change of mind 
and purpose. In Saul's case God re- 
pented, changed the instrument of his 
execution, because of the change of 
circumstances and relation. 
God is 


ever the same; it is man alone who 
changes 
Saul had given Samuoi 


cause for anger (v. 11 R. V.), but he 
did the v. ise tiling in taking it to God 
in prayer. 
Arising early the next 


morning Samuel hastened to acquaint 
Saul with Jehovah's message. It is 
remarkable of how many of the great 
men of the Bible it is said that they 
rose early, Abraham, Gideon, Joshua, 
Job, Jacob, Moses, etc., not to forget 
our Lord Jesus. 


II. Samuel's Rebuke, vv. 13-19. 
It 


must have been a striking scene when 
the aged Nazarite prophet faced the j 
proud but recreant king. 
A guilty 


conscience is often covered by a great 
show of piety (v. 13), but such acts 
cannot stifle the conviction of the 
heart nor deceive the righteous judge. 
Sin proclaims itself even as Samuel's

There 
is an interesting suggestion in the 
way Saul uses the impersonal "they" 
and "we" in verse 15, as if to lay 
the guilt of his acts upon others. 
It 


is easy for the sinner to blame others 
and seek to minimize his own guilt 
(Rom. 
14:12). 
Verse 9 clearly in- 


dicates why Saul and the people hW 
spared the best of the cattle. To use 
a part only for God and the 'rest for 
self in direct disobedience to God's 
rights or the rights of others is to 
incur his righteous wrath (vv. 22, 23). 


III. Saul'm Self-Rejection, vv. 20-23. 


God &et Saul aside because he had 
rejected the right and chose the 
v.rong. 
Face to face with his sin 


Saul could not dodge the issue. Sam- 
ueJ's "wherefore" (v. 19) must have 
aioused Saul's guilty conscience, it 
is a question which should reach every 
tcmnted soul. 
Samuel characterized 


Saul's sin as being due to stubborn- 
ness, rebellion, disobedience and a re- 
jection of God (v 19). Again Saul 
seeks to evade his responsibility -(vr. 
20, 21). Then Samuel speaks plainly 
(v. 22) comparing his sin of disobedi- 
ence with witchcraft, stubbornness, 
iniquity and idolatry. Plainly he tells 
Saul, "Because thou hast rejected the 
word of the Lord, he hath also reject- 
ed thee from being king" (v. 23). 


Driven thus to a corner Saul made 


a confession of his guilt (T. 24) but 
spoiled it all by acknowledging that 
he had greater fear of the people than 
of God.

A Convenient, Comfortable But Inexpensive Farm Poultry House, 


A substantial house for 100 birds 


can be built on the average farm at 
a cost not to exceed ?SO for materials 
according to the outlines of a plan 
recently sketched by J. G Halpin of 
the College of Agriculture, University 
of Wisconsin. 


The house is 20 feet square, three 


feet high on the south side, four feet 
on the north side, and with the high- 
est point of the gable roof nine feet 
above the floor. It is ventilated by 
enclosing the south side -nith a wire 
screen or cloth only, and by windows 
on the west and east sides. The en- 
trance to the building is on the west 
side. 


Such a house when it is constructed 


of hemlock or some other cheap lum- 
ber is inexpensive and makes a con- 


venient, light and entirely satisfactory 
structuie for Wisconsin conditions If 
possible it should occupy au elevation 
with a southern or southeastern ex- 
posure because poultry more than any 
other class of live stock require an 
abundance of fresh air and sunlight, 
and must have dry quarters. 
Good 


drainage is very essential to a satis- 
factor} site for a poultry house. 


The floor area in this and every 


good poultry house is determined by 
the size of the flock and the propor- 
tion ot the year during which the 
fowls are confined. 
In a flock of 100 


or more hens, each bird should have 
four square feet of floor space. 
In 


smaller flocks the amount of floor 
space required by each hen is relative- 
ly much greater.
